“hat rer does the Lions Club play 
in all this? 

In Raymond, as elsewhere, the Club 
has only one reason for its existance— 
that of service to its community. It 
was organized in 1940 and a review 
of its work from that date might be 
worthwhile. 

To pay for its social activities an 
assessment is made which at the pre- 
sent time amounts to $25 per year per 
member. Money made from projects 
such as carnivals, etc. is returned to 
the community in full. Since 1940 the 
people of Raymond have received 
meny thousands of dollars in com- 
munity betterment through numerous 
projects. 

An enlargement of the Skating Rink 
was undertaken. It was doubled in 
size, a fence was built and painted 
and part supervision for some winters 
was given by the Club. 

In the ‘rehabilitation 0 the Oper 
Hceuse the Lions Club and Athle 
Association contributed thousends of 
dollars to help bring the building to 
its present state of usefulness. Do you 
remember the place prior to 1940? No 
inside plumbing except for one hot 
and cold shower; no heated dressing 
rooms; lghting consisting of a few 
250 watt drops; a heating plant that 

ould not heet — water so high in the 
boiler room at times that a fire could 
not be made; a pond of water under 
the main floor —frozen in the winter 
time; sagging brick walls on the stage 
end; stage scenery that had long since 
passed its time of usefulness; seats 
placed around the main hall for ball 
game spectators and piled in every 
corner for other time storage; dishes 
borrowed from the Mercantile when 
a banquet was served. This was the 
condition only ten years ago.

This may seem a small incident but 
from the ordinary happenings 
of everyday life that a child learns 
from his parents’ example that a per- 
word is reliable, that promises 
are kept. A small child needs a sense 
of security. What feeling of safety is 
there in his world, bounded by the 
walls of his home, if one day mother 
breakes a promise to him because it 
will cause her trouble or discomfort 
to fulfil it? Yes, indeed, one of the 
rules of being a good parent lies in 
the realm of faithfulness — “A GOOD 
PAREN?T*KEBPS HIS PROMISE”. 

Another essential characteristic in 
achieving a satisfactory parent-child 
relationship, is that a good parent is 
fair and does not have favourites in 
a family. Fairness may be rather bard 
to define, but one way in which many 
parents fail their children is in their 
unfair attitude of not accepting their 
children as they are. 

How difficult it is to be absolutely 
fair and play no favourites in a family 
with several children! Ask any 
mother or father and you will soon 
find this out, This is true partly be- 
cause children are at different stages 
in their development. Playing no 
favourites does not mean _ treating 
them all alike. This is imposible in 
many things. Eleven-year-old Bill 
goes to the Saturday mornings chil- 
dren's matinee, but three-year-old Nan 
says at home. Fairness lies in treat-

ing each child with discrimination, 
with consideration for his or her 
needs. 


It takes a lot of study and thought 
for parents to understand a child. Un- 
derstanding and love are the basis of 
fairness—a fairness which never be- 
trays a child’s confidence, or discuss 
his faults and failings to a friend in 
the child's presence. A dependable 
parent will never let child feel 
that he is more preciouss, or more ap- 
child in the

preciated than another 
family. 

Hatred, instead of affection, springs 
up between brothers and sister if a 
mother or father singles out one child 
as a ‘pet’. This is as true today as 
long. ago when the old man Jacob 
chose his youngest son Joseph as his 
favourite and dressed him in a coat 
of many How the older 
brothers resented this show of favorit- 
ism-—-resented it to the point of almost 
murdering the little brother, It is no 
kindness to a child to give him spe- 
cial treatment.

During the Christmas season (Sat- 
urday, December 23) Raymond lost 
one of its best-loved pioneer ladies 
in the passing of Mrs. Sarah Jane 
Holmes who was in her 88tlfyear with 
a mind as keen as a much younger 
woman's. She enjoyed reading good 
books, the newspaper and talking of 
current events of the district and of 
the world. Always keenly interested 
in the young people she knew most 
of them by sight as they passed her 
home just west of Jack Mehew’s, 

Until a few short weeks before her 
death she lived alone did for herself 
but with the advent of winter she 
went to the home of her daughter and 
son-in-law, Mr. and Mrs, Albert Wink 
ler where she would have company 
for the winter days. This was the first 
time since her marriage as a young 
girl that Mrs. Holmes had not been 
her own housekeeper and she had high 
hopes of returning to her town home 
when spring came.

To this union was born two boys 
and three girls, Myron, Godfrey, Ellen 
(Mrs. Winkler), Martha (Mrs. Mitch- 
ell) and Margaret (Mrs. Weaver). 

In 1912 her husband was crowned 
King. of the World’s Wheat Growers. 
The grain was grown on the farm near 
Raymond and brought honor and fame 
to the family and the district. 

The Holmes, as parents, instilled in 
their children the love of the finer 
things of life and the need for edu- 
cation. Each of their children, when 
finished school here, were sent to a 
university to seek more learning. This 
alone in a pioneer land would mark 
the Holmes family as being outstand- 
ing. The family all hold positions of 
trust in their communities, Margaret 
teaches in the Chicago city schools 
and Martha in Salt Lake. All are act- 
ive LDS church workers. 

Mrs. Holmes Red
